2. Claims 46-50 and 63-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C^ 1.2, first paragraph, as containing 
suhjec. Matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant at, that the inventor(s), a. the time the application was flled. 
had possession of the claimed invention (New Rejection) 

In claim 46, applicant has claimed a batte^ charger including a housing and a tenninal 
disposed on the housing. Also, a forced air outlet of the banety charger is claimed. All of this 
subject matter has not been previously disclosed in the present apphcatioa 

In claims 63-84. applicant is claiming a housing including a first case disposed in the 
housing wherein tite first case contains a first plurality of cells and a second case disposed in the 
housing. The sea.nd case contains a second plurality of calls There is no support in the present 
application for the two cases being disposed in the housing, wherein each case includes a 
plurality of cells I, is tru. that a second embodiment is taught in Figures 7 and 8 of the present 
application where two s«s of cells are disclosed. However, the two sets of cells surrounded by 
each of the radiators 134, cannot be tenned a "case" because there are no. two complete cases 
formed. The two sets of cells are both encased within tite cover 102 and the base 106. There is 
not a separate cover and base for each set of cells as the above present claims recite. 
3. Claims 30-45 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. first para^ap^ as containing subject matter 
Which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in ^ an .o 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
(New Rejection) 

In claim 30. applicant has claimed a comiector that electrically connects the battery cells 
to a terminal of the battery charger It is not understood how the connector 21, as seen in Figtrre 
2 could accomplish this feature. Member 21 forms part of the cover, which appears to be non- 
conductive. It is also noted that, according to the present specification as set forth on page 6, 
lines 5-6. numeral 12 designates the charging tem,inals. Claims 31-45. dependent on claim 30, 
fall therewith. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

5. Claims 46-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. (New Rejection) 

In claim 46, line 8, there is no antecedent basis for "removable battery pack terminal" 
The preamble in each of claims 48 and 50 is incorrect noting that applicant is claiming an 
apparatus in claim 46, which claim 48 and 50 depend upon. Claims 47 and 49, dependem on 
claim 46, fall therewith. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invemion specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations of claims 30-50 must 
be shown or flre features canceled from the claims. For example, the battety charger, the battery 
charger terminal, the fan therein and the air circulation path have not been depicted. No new 

matter should be entered.
